WASHINGTON (AP) - New

food colors as a federal ban 
took effect Monday against a 
widely used v iolet dy e recently 
shown to cause cancer. 
“ The Violet No. 1 ban should 
be a reminder that artificial 
colorings constitute the single 
most questionable class of food 
additiv es,” say s microbiologist 
Michael F. J acobson, co-direc­ 
tor of the Center for Science in 
the Public Interest. 
“ None has been adequately 
tested,” he said. “ Many color 
ings hav e been found to cause 
cancer or damage to internal 
organs of the body .

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Env ironmental P r o t e c t i o n 
Agency say s more than 5 6,000 
waste-discharge permits must 
be approv ed by the end of nex t 
y ear to begin bringing water 
pollution under control.

Price R ollback 


The Housing Banking Committee’s 
vote to roll back all prices and inter­ 
est rates to the levels prevailing Jan­ 
uary 10, the day before President 
Nixon replaced Phase II mandatory 
controls, reverses an earlier decision 
due to powerful pressures, especially 
from organized labor. Credit 
must 
also be given consumers who have 
been boycotting meat prices. 
This is the action that may well sig­ 
nal a breakthrough in the wage and 
price controls, especially as it is cou­ 
pled with a committee vote to extend 
the President’s economic control pow­ 
ers for one year after their expiration 
April 30. 
Prices and interest rates 
would stay at January 10 levels until 
the President develops his own set of 
economic controls. 
Of course, the committee’s action 
has to be approved both by the entire 
House and by the Senate before it can 
go to the White House for the Pres­ 
ident’s approval. 
However, the fact 


that the committee voted the rollback 
by a 21 to 9 vote indicates a favorable 
House action may be expected, es­ 
pecially if organized labor pushes the 
bill, since it comes close to the re­ 
quest made by George Meany, pres­ 
ident of AFL-CIO. 
It also is in line with the thinking 
of a study made by the Joint Economic 
Committee’s staff, which was made 
public by Senator Hubert H. Humph­ 
rey, as chairman of the House-Senatt 
economic subcommittee of which he 
is chairman. That committee blamed 
the sudden termination of the Phase 
II controls for the recent price zoom. 
Humphrey’s study said food price* 
are likely to be 10 per cent higher a t 
the end of the year than they were a t 
the beginning and that the food outlook 
is 
worse 
than 
the 
administration 
acknowledges. Farmers* net incomt 
last year was a record $19.2 billion. 
Humphrey said, essentially because 
food demand outstripped supply. 
Pyramid Sales Fraud 


Last month, New Jersey obtained 
$096,700 in restitution for residents who 
lost money in Glen W. Turner’* “Dare 
to Be Great’* program, a pyramiding 
company. 
James Green is an energetic black 
civil servant in his 40* who signed on 
with a sales outfit called the PRICE 
club in July, 1971. Today, he is $5,000 
in debt and his life savings are gone. 
He 
is a victim of pyramid sales 
schemes. 
All along the East, pyramid sales— 
those get rich-quick propositions that 
work on the chain-letter principle, in­ 
volving an ever-increasing number of 
participants—are currently the num­ 
ber one consumer fraud in several 
states.

W A S H I N G T O N — The 
d e e p e n i n g 
resistance of 
Richard M.

Rinfret last week. 
Rinfret. Canadian born head 
of the New York economic 
consulting 
firm

But to President Nixon and

110 gilt-edged financial

clients

Rinfret is not the only ob­ 
jective, outside economist now 
convinced that if Mr. Nixon 
does 
not 
plant 
across-the- 
board 
price 
controls

consumer buys — a major 
shift in administration policy 
which had not occurred as we 
write this — the American 
economy will be sucked ever 
deeper into ruinous Brazilian- 
style 
inflation, 
followed 
by 
recession. 
Albert Sindlinger, probably 
the nation’s leading expert on 
consumer analysis, is telling 
his marketing research clients 
that his earlier prediction of 
an 
a c c e p t a b l y 
gentle 
economic 
downturn 
in 
the 
fourth quarter of 1973 
has 
been drastically changed. The 


new prediction: a full-fledged 
recession. 
Sindlinger’s remarkably ac­ 
curate 
polling 
data, 
based 
on thousands of nationwide 
telephone samples, shows a 
precipitous 
decline 
in 
con­ 
sumer confidence since the 
President’s self-defeating and 
politically disastrous March 29 
ceiling 
on 
meat 
prices — 
ceilinged 
at 
their 
highest 
price 
level 
in 
history. 
It 
shows, 
more 
ominously,

dangerous increase in hedge 
buying against future inflation. 
In 
short, 
it

telling economic point with 
significance:
